FAVOR DRY LAWS 


Adopts Resolutions 
Urging Enforcement, De- 
spite Governor’s Speech. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 3.—Despite 
the personal appeal of Gov. Smith 
at the annual convention dinner for 
a more liberal interpretation of the 
rights of citizens to organize in op- 
position to statutes with which 
they disagree, the New York State 
League of Women Voters closed its 
1927 meeting today after going on 
record in favor of strict prohibition 
and continued law enforcement. 

Soon after the League acted fa- 


vorably on the prohibition meas- 
ures..,.Which developed considerable 
opposition for the first time in the 
history of the organization, the 
delegates heard former Gov. Gif- 
ford Pinchot of Pennsylvania sug- 
gest that Gov. Smith be named to 
press the cause of Government reg- 
ulation of electric power, because 
of his State water power develop- 
ment policies. 

Two proposals favoring prohibi- 
tion were adopted. The first, a 
brief declaration in favor of a State 
enforcement act, elicited only about 
10 “noes” out Of 125 delegates on 
the convention floor, but the second 
measure oOccasioned an hour of 
heated debate and was passed by 
a vote of 74 to 21. Several amend- 
ments proposing elimination of ref- 
rence to the eighteenth amend- 
ment and other changes were de- 
feated by overwhelming majorities 

The resolution finally adopted 
was not the same which provoked 
Gov. Smith’s speech at the dinner. 
it developed. The Governor, when 
he quoted from a resolution last 
night. said it had originated with 
the Nassau County branch of the 
League. 

Officials of the League today as- 
serted the Nassau County branch 
had not adopted a law enforcement 
resolution since just after the re- 
peal of the Mullan-Gage State en- 
forcement act in 1923. and {t must 
have been that one which the Gov- 
ernor read.

Republican leaders who 
are anxious to avert a distressing 
scehe during the opening moments 
of the session, there came todav 
intimidations that Smith and Vare 
might be persuaded not to present 
themselves until Tuesday, thereby 
postponing the unhappy event for 
~24 hours. 

Threat of “Die-Hards.” 

On the other hand, there is a 
small] but compact group of “‘die- 
hard” Tories on the Republican 
side, led by Moses of New Hamp- 
shire and Edge of New Jersey. 
who have threatened, and. stiil 
threaten, that if the credentials of 
Smith and Vare are challenged. 
they, in retaliation, will challenge 
the credentials of newly elected 
Democratic Senators from South- 
ern States, on the ground that Ne- 
groes in those States were improp- 
erly deprived of the franchise.

Brainard and his two companions, 
on a nonstop flight to Managua, 
Nicaragua landed safely on .he 
beach at Tela at 6:11 p. m. 

Two messages were received in 
close succession. The first read: 


“United States monoplane pas3- 
ing. Evidently looking for landing 
place. Our field flooded. Heading 
toward Ceiba. Will keep you. ad- 
vised.”’ 

The second read: “United States 
monoplane just landed safely on 
beach at Tela.” 

Tela is on the Salmadina Bay, 
on the north coast of Honduras, 
and about 250 miles from Mana- 
gua. The total distance from 
Miami to Managua is 1035 miles, 
therefore the aviator covered ap- 
proximately 785 miles, successfully 
negotiating the overwater part of 
the flight. 

The three U. S. Marine Corps avia- 
tors took off here at 6:22 o'clock 
this morning with a tri-motored 
monoplane for the over-water hop 
to Managua. They had hoped to 
complete the 10935-mile flight in 


10 hours, but at Havana, Cuba, 
the first scheduleqd marker. they 
were an hour behind time with 


two-thirds of the voyage yet to go 

The craft is a Fokker combina- 
tion bomber and transport. The 
giant plane is not equipped with 
radio, but its course lay along well 
frequented steamship lanes.

Announcing Candidacy for 


Democratic Nomination, 
Urges Acceptance of 18th 
Amendment—His Action 
May Tempt Reed to Run. 


By Curtis A. Betts. 
Charles M. Hay, St. Louis law- 
yer, recognized as the outstanding 
dry leader in Missouri, yesterday 
announced his decision to file for 


the Democratic nomination for 
United States Senator in the August 
(1928) primary. His candidacy 
makes certain that the liquor ques- 
tion will be a chief issue in the 
State campaign. 

In a recital of his views on pub- 
lic affairs, in connection with his 
anneuncement, Hay conceded 
American participation in the 
League of Nations, of which he 
long was a vigorous advocate, had 
been removed from consideration. 
He attempted also to minimize 
prohibition as a political issue, ex- 
pressing the opinion that possibil- 
ity of the submission of a repeal 
amendment was so remote that 
“Democrats should accept. the 
liquor issue as settled.” 

He advocated peace treaties with 
all nations, reductions of arma- 
ments, a tariff for revenue only 
Federal air for flood control, “fair. 
honest and vigorous enforcement 
of law,” and that the Eighteenth 
Amendment should be accepted as 
the permanent policy of the United 
States. 
to the solution of farmers’ eco 
nomic difficulties, but pledged 
himself to co-operate with the 
farmers and to support “any rea- 
sonable measure designed to ex- 
tend the relief needed.” 

Bitter Campaign Expected. 

Hay’s candidacy probably means 
a very bitter Democratic primary 
contest next year. He is an ex- 
perienced campaigner of ability, 
who neither asks nor gives quar- 
ter. He ‘s in a class with Senator 
Reed on the campaign platform, 
and his stock of sarcasm and in- 
vective is on a par with that of 
Reed, 

Notwithstanding Hay’s rather 
hopelessly expressed hope in his 
announcement to “lift the contest 
above the level] of personalities,”’ it 
will be a campaign of personalities 
if Reed and Hay are the opposing 
candidates. and probably will be 
anyway. as Reed would hardly re- 
frain from the delivery of speeches 
against Hay’s nomination even tf 
he was not a candidate himself. 

There is not only a political en- 
mity between them, but bitter per- 
sonal hatred. Hay organized and 
led the fight in 1920 which re- 
sulted at the Democratic State 


Convention at Joplin in a rejec- 


I tion of Reed as a delegate to the 


nationa! convention at San Fran- 
cisco after the Kansas City district 
had elected him. Hay took the 
stump against Reed in the primary 
campaign in 1922. 

While Reed repeatedly has re- 
jected urgings of many of his 
friends to file again for the Sen- 
ate, it has been said by some of 
them that Hay’s candidacy would 
be the one thing needed to get him 
into the race, 

Reed Faction In Opposition. 

If Reed does not become a can- 
didate, it may be taken as cértain 
that his followers will not permit 
Hay to have the nomination with- 
out opposition. It may be expect- 
ed that they will scour the etate 
in an effort to bring out a strong 
candidate against him, or if one 
they think can win volunteers to 
make the fight. they will support 
bim., 

Hay’s speeches throughout the

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DEAN WILLIAMS 
DELIVERS EULOGY 
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Pays Glowing Tribute to 
Dignity, Poise and Grace 
of Late Chancellor; Men- 
tions Aid to Schools. 


A brief midafternoon funeral 
service, in Graham Memoria! 
Chapel of Washington University 
yesterday, marked the close of the 
notable career of Herbert Spencer 
Hadley in law, Government and 
education. 

Many more were present than 
the 800 for whom the chapel pro- 
vides seats. The highest officials 


of State and city, leaders in the | 


professional and business life of 
St. Louis, the corporation and fac- 
ulty of the university, honored the 
memory of the late Chancellor and 
former Governor, whose achieve 
ments, though high, were limited 


by the illness which beset him for 
years and which brought his 
death at the age of 55. 

In the chance! of the Gothic 
chapel, flowers lined the organ 
frame and the walls, rising almost 
to the rear window of rich stained 
giass. which they rivaled in their 
display of color. The yellow heads 
of great chrysanthemums rose 
above clusiers of roses and carna. 
tions, and the central! reading desk 
bore a circle of white,  in- 
closing a sheaf of lilies. The side 
walls were hung with flowers a’ 
every projection, and the liong 
scholastic benches bore floral] deco- 
rations which lined the aisle. 

Students Guard Casket. 

The casket. banked in green 
had a guard of students in mili- 
tary uniform, with rifles, unti! the 
beginning of the service at 3 
o'clock. Members of the faculty. 
in cap and gown, served as ushers. 
The seats reserved for the active 
and honorary pallbearers. and for 
members of the family. were at the 
front, and the fachity sat behind 
them. leaving the greater part of 
the seating space for the friends 
and@ associates of Gov. Hadley in 
his official posts. and students of 
the university. 

Mrs. Hadley. her two sons and 
daughter. were acco'ipanied to 
their seatr by Ma:or and Mrs. 
Beach of Kansas City. and other 
relatives of Chance'lor and Mrs. 
Hadley. including Mrs. J. W. Ly- 
man of Kansas City. his sister. The 
first notes of the organ were those 
of the hymn, “O God, Our Help 
in Ages Past.” 

The organist, Charles Galloway. 
followed this with Mendelssohn’s 
“O Rest in the Lord,” and other 
airs of consolation. The music was 
instrumental only. 

Wished Friends to Speak. 

The familiar sentences of the 
funeral service were read by Dean 
Scariett of Christ Church Cathe- 
dral. The minister then said. 
“Gov. ““.dley, at the only time 
when he spoke of the possibility 
of such a gathering as this. said 
that he wished one or two of his 
frienis to speak.” 

Those chosen to speak, he an- 
nounced. were Dean Walter Wil- 
Nams of the University of Missouri 
Bchoo!l of Journalism, and Dean 
Walter E. McCourt of the School 
of Engineering and Architecture 
of Washington University. 

“Know ye not that there is a 
Prince and a great man fallen this 
day in Israel?” Dean Williams be- 
gan, in the words of King David. 

“To few men,” he _ continued, 
“come gifts and opportunities for 
Public service as those gifts and 
opportunities came to Gov. Hadley. 
Of those few, none used them more 
worthily. 

“Dignity, Poise and Grace.” 

“Tie was a prince. He looked as 
the sons of Kings ought to iook. 
He held himself with dignity. poise 
and grace, a thorough nobleman. 
Amid the asperities of public and 
private life, he was ever the gen- 
tle man. 

“With a grim determination and 
intense persistence toward the at- 
tainment of his purpose, he joined 
a gentleness of speech and a grace 
of person that disarmed opponents 
and left them his persona! friends. 
His wit, gentle and bright, never 
carried a heart stain on its blade. 


“If the measute of ‘a man be 


service to his felows, then Attorney- 
General, Governor, Chancelior Had- 
ley was & great man. His life as a 
public servant was of surpassing 
value. He believed a public ser. 
vant should serve the public and 
accept no lesser clientage, «nd he 
lived faothful to that belief. 

“As prosecuting attorn y, he up- 
held the majesty of the law with a 
force that made escape from jus- 
tice impossible. As attorney for the 
people of the commonwealth. he 
viewed the misdeeds of the privi- 
leged and the unprivileged alike. 
Corruption and partisan prejudice 
were far from him. 

Aldea Cause of Education. 

“His greatest public service was 
aa Governor. We camy to that 
office at a pregnan, time, a crisis

“He was their friend in their ex- 
tra scholastic activities, and he was 
fully cognizant of the ramifications 
of ¢heir educational problems. 

“And how alive he has been to 
the growth of our physical cam- 
pus! 

“During his chancellorship many 
new buildings have been finished 
or erected or begun—Wilson Hall 
for geology the addition to the 
Nurses’ Home, Rebstock Halli for 
biology, Bixby Hall for art, Fra- 
ternity Row, the Maternity Hos- 
pital, the Women’s Building, the 
new Dental School.

fli Two Days From Rage. 

This threw Remus into a great 
rage, Connors said. “He was ill 
for two days in the Troy. O., jail 
in July. 1926." the witres declared 

“Remus was delirious for two 
days after discovering a pair of 
shoes, which did not fit him, in a 
bedroom at the Remus home,” 
Connors said. 

“Remus became more and more 
uncontrollable,” he added, as the 
time approached for the hearing of 
Mrs. Remus’ divorce suit. The case 
was set for last Oct. 6, 

“I investigated and reported to 
Mr. Remus that Mrs. Remus and 
Franklin L. Dodge Jr., had paid 
$15.000 down to have him killed,” 
Connors testified. “John Rogers, 
a reporter for the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, put me in touch with a 
man who knew about the arrang?- 
ment. I told Remus about it in 
Indianapolis. He was living in an 
apartment there. His sister was 
there cooking for him. Remus flew 
into a rage and wanted to go io 
St. Louis.

What Happened to 
Mark Hanna’s Man. 


(Editor's note.—Bob Wolfe .was Robert F. 


Wolfe, publisher of the Columbus Dispatch : 
the Ohio State Journal, who died last January.) 

As Harding’s campaign took form, Daugh- 
erty became his pre-convention manager. Any 
and all instructions concerning Harding's 
campaign, in which 1 took part, were received 
from Daughérty, except for such personal 
matters as-were entrusted to me by the can- 
didate himself. Harry continued in this eca- 
pacity until the nomination was made, when 
Will Hays took command. 

There was a breach between the National 
Committee and the nominee over the appoint- 
ment of Elmer Dover, who was designated 
as a regioral director, with offices in Ban 
Francisco. Dover, who had been Mark Han- 
na’s secretary, was named after a conference 
between Will Hays and Daugherty and some 
telephone conversations with Mr. Harding. 
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The National Committee was not friendly to 
the appointment. Harry played Dover's game 
all through, but from statements which Dover 
made to me, 1 came to the conclusion that he 
later beliéved that Daugherty had double- 
crossed him. Dover will be recalled as the 
man whom Harding appointed Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury after his advent into the 
Presidency but who soon resigned after a 
row with Secretary of the Treasury Mellon. 


There is no doubt that Harry Daugherty 
was the evil genius of the Hardipg adminis 
tration and that the country merchant. Jess 
Smith, Harry’s handy man, who killed him- 
self May 30, 1923, when faced with exposure 
of his péculations, was an honest man until 
he came under the malign influence -of 
Daugherty. 

(Editor's note-—Jess Smith, the “mystery 
man” of the Harding administration, was found 
dead in Harry Daugherty's apartment in the 
Wardman Park Inn.. Daugherty was a guest 
at the White,House at the time. Smith had 
been shot through the head, The Coroner re- 


turned a verdict of suicide, and Smith's s friends 
attributed his act to worry over ill health. It 
has been charged by Senator Heflin on the floor 
of the Senate and has been insinuated by 
others that Smith was murdered because he 
knew too much. Smith figures in “Revelry,” 
Samuel Hopkins Adams’ novel, under the name 
of Jeff Sims.) 

While Harry Daugherty was busy with the 
reorganization of the Department of Justice, 
I discussed with him the appointment of sev- 
eral Judges in Hawali and of Wallace Far- 
rington as Governor. Harry was not inter- 
ested in Farrington’s appointment but, of 
course, was concerned with the judgeships. 
He told me that I should get in touch with 
Howard Mannington, who then had quarters 
in the Lafayette Hotel in Washington. Man- 
nington, like Jess Smith, was not an offi- 
cial of the Government. He was one of the 
Ohio gang whom Daugherty had brought to 
Washington. 

Cénfidential Files in 

Hands of Outsider. 

While | was discussing the judgeships with 
him, Mannington to my amazement pro- 
duced the Department of Justice file on all 
the aspirants for the judgeships in Hawail 
and told me that Daugherty had entrusted 
the selection of a number of the appointees 
to him. The man in whom I was particular- 
ly interested was Will Carden. 1 knew this 
man as @ faithful servant, and he had been 
chief counsel of the Public Service Commis- 
sion of Hawaii when I was its chairman.- He 
was strongly supported by the best men of 
the territory. Mannington opposed him be- 
cause of a letter which be found ‘in the De- 
partmént “file in favor of another. candidate 
but he was appéintéd. 
as it seems now, a shocking thing that Man- 
nington, with no official credentials from the 
Government, should have exercised the in- 
fluence that he did in the making of ap- 
pointments to the Federal bench. 

I recall that when I was talking with 
Mannington about the Carden appointment, 
Jim Dardén came in. Darden, who from the 
South, was then a textile operator and later, 
I believe, became an oil man. It may be in- 
teresting to relate how Darden came into the 
picture. He met Harding through Daugher- 
ty and made a $5000 contribution to the 
Harding pre-convention campaign. I recall 
this contribution very well. The money was 
turned over to Dr. Sawyer, who bought $5000 
worth of whisky with it. The liquor was 
stored at Dr. Sawyer’s White Oak Sanitarium, 
at the Marion Club, and at Harding's resi- 
dence. Whenever the supply ran low at the 
Harding house it was replenished from one 
of the other depots. During Albert B. Fall’s 
sojourn there it was necessary to keep the 
larder at the Harding home well supplied. 
But he was not the only one who drew up- 
oo it; indeed, the $5000 worth of whisky 
was far from sufficient to queuch the thirst 
of the office-seekers who descended upon 
Marion. I don't want it to be inferred that 
Mr. Harding himself was dispensing the 
liquor. It was kept in the bottom section of 
the sideboard in the. Harding dining room. 


(Editor's note.—Darden was head of an oil 
company which had a claim on Teapot Dome, 
and which moved a. drilling rig onto the re- 
serve about the time that Fall leased it to 
Harry Sinclair. Fall sent a squad of Marines 
under Capt. George Shuler to eject the Darden 
outfit. In describing before the Walsh commit- 
tee of the Senate how he received his orders 
from Fall, Capt. Shuler testified that Fall told 
him there had been a talk that morning be- 
tween Fall and President Harding, at which 
Fall informed the President of his intentions.

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PRISON FOR FISH DYNAMITERS. 


As a consequence of good work done by the State 
Game and Fish Department, the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney and Sheriff of Carter County, and the Van Buren 
chapter of the Isaak Walton League, two fish dyna- 
miters who have been operating on the Current River 
have entered the State Penitentiary for that offense. 
They will serve two years each for dynamiting, and 
an additional two years for breaking jail. 

The difficulty in suppressing this barbarous prac 
tice in the fishing streams of Missouri is to get local 
authorities to move. The Game and Fish Depart- 
ment, which is a rather different institution under 
Commissioner McCanse than ft has been ordinarily, 
is bringing its influence to bear upon the situation. 
The Izaak Walton League is another effective force 
in the field. So that when Paul Newingham and Car! 
Harris dynamited the Current at Gunn’s Bay they 
found a formidable force gunning for them. It 
proved powerful enough to land them at Jefferson 
City. 
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FOLIE A DEUX. 

If you followed the LoebLeopold case you have 
heard of “folie a deux.” That phrase, invented by 
psychiatrists to describe a form of insanity held in 
common by two persons and caused by the influence 
of each upon the other, reappears in connection with 
the Gray-Snyder case.

From that day in 1811 when he en- 
tered Congress till his debacle because of his pet is- | 
sue, Calhoun was as outstanding a figure as Borah | 
has been in our own time. The South Carolinian | 
was a brilliant and powerful orator, and an able and | 
courageous leader in many worthy causes. But in | 
1830 he joined the agriculturists of the South in 
espousing nullification of the Tariff of Abominations. 
For years he talked of nothing else, either in Senate 
chamber or on the hustings. He became a fanatic, 
and, to the public, a bore. 

Is Senator Borah riding for a similar fall?- Con- 
sider. Do we nowadays often hear him lauding the 
Bill of Rights? Do we any longer hear him denounc 
ing bureaucracy and the violation of state's rights? 
Hardly. He could do neither honestly, because he 
has indorsed a panacea which is as much the nega- 
tion of the Bill of Rights as it is the cause of bu- 
reaucracy. Even the Senator’s opposition to im- 
perialism seems to be less vigorous than it once was. 
He has, in truth, no time for issues which must 
seem to him now to be of little moment. He is, in 


fact, really engrossed in only one issue, as he has just | 
proved for the nth time by his address at Yale. And | 
his engrossment in that issue has already gone far | 
enough to seem fanatical, and, perhaps, boresome. 

Is Senator Borah destined to go down in American 
history as another statesman who, like Calhoun, | 
steered his political fortunes upon the rocks through 
a fanatical devotion to one essentially unworthy pan- 
acea? 
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RESTRICTIVE WAR POWER. 


President Coolidge has expressed his doubt that the 
President and Senate are constitutionally competent 
to conclude treaties for the outlawry of war, since, 
by the Constitution, the power to declare war is 
unqualifiedly confided to Congress. It is a settled 
rule that a power given by the Constitution cannot ' 
be construed to authorize a destruction of other 


Wherefore, it would appear, that such proposals 
to outlaw war as those of Senator Borah and Senator 
Capper, might require, before they could be made ef- 
fective, a constitutional amendment qualifying the 
power of Congress to declare war. And this brings 
into contemplation a new approach to the peace 
problem, namely, that of limitation upen the war 
power laid upon governments by their own peoples. 


In their internal and intra-national affairs peoples 
everywhere have learned to curb the arbitrary and : 
dangerous powers of government by imposing con. | 
stitutional limitations upon them. Thus our Bill of 
Rights is an outstanding example Yet there bas 
been no similar attempt by peoples to limit the power 
of government in their relations with other peoples, 
and particularily that most dangerous and devastat- 
ing of all powers, the war power. : 

If, as has been said, political history is but the/ 
story of man's gradual emancipation from the states 
and if he bas measurably achieved liberation in bis 
domestic affairs by limiting the powers of govern: 
ment over him, it fs at least logical to consider an 
extension of that process of limitktion to his external 
affairs as consistent in the march toward his com- 
plete emancipation,

“KEY PLOTS” IN EUROPE. 
From the New York World. 
HE importance of Lithuania and Alba- 
nia, which have leaped into the news 
spotlight on the eve of the assembling in 
Geneva of the Preparatory Disarmament 
Conference, is that they are what an 


*American realtor would call “key plots” on 


the map of Europe. 

Albania is one-third the size of New York 
State, with a population*considerably small. 
er than Detroit's. Its people are of fine 
racial stock, having the “best-shaped heads 
in Europe,” but, owing to lack of opportu- 
nities, they are backward in development, 
They are divided in religion between two 
Moslem sects and two Christian churches, 


the Greek and Roman Catholic, and up to 
the time of the Itallan occupation were not 
agreed even upon the form in which their 
language should be printed. 

The commerce of Albania is next door to 
nothing; its cultivable area is smal! owing 
to the Dinaric Alps pressing close to the 
sea; but the harbors, promising tittle trade 
importance unless the mountains are some 
day tunneled. are of great value as naval 
bases. Durazzo, the port of the old Roman 
road from the coast, and Aviona face Brin- 
disi across the Adriatic and with it com- 
mand the bottle-neck entrance to that 
stormy sea. They are the more highly re- 
garded in Italy because the Eastern Italian 
coast is poor in natura! harbors on the Adri-. 
atic. So to a Fascist regime, dreaming of 
empire, close relations with Albania stch 
as are designed in the new defensive alli- 
ance have a military importance far dispro- 
portionate to the size of the country. 

Lithuania is the size of Maine, its popu- 
lation that of Ph*'adelphia. Unlike Al- 
bania, it has a thriving trade—about a mil- 
lion a year with the United States and much 
greater than that with its neighbor Russia. 
The Polish-Lithuanian controversy. embit- 
tered by the old grievance of the seizure of 
Vilna by Poland, merely calls renewed at- 
tention to the belief that Poland would gob- 
ble up the little country entire but for the 
fear-of a generai war which that action 
might invite. Certainly Poland, an tniand 
nation which finds its sea outlet at Danzig 
through the Polish corridor insufficient and 
unsatisfactory. could make use of the port 
of Memel. which ts autonomous under Lith- 
Uanian sovereignty. Latvia, an even smalier 
nation with a splendid port in Riga, stands 
In Hke relation to soviet Russia as a con- 
stant temptation. 

The statement of Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann of Germany that Maxim Litvinoff. 
Russian Under Secretary of Foreign Affairs, 
agreed with him that “it is urgent to avoid 
everything that might trouble the develop. 
ment of peace a | to take measures neces- 

to settle present difficulties” has cast 
oll upon the vexed waters of diplomacy. 
There is the future to consider. More 
smoothly working free-port arrangements 
at Meme! might deprive Poland of al! rea- 
sonable excuse for aggression upon Lithu- 
ania. No such cure is applicable to Al- 
bania, which bas little commerce as yet 
seeking outlet, but fs valued as vantage- 
ground in ambitious political visions

I am positive that Tom Miller 
was not crooked.

By KSD Is Canceled 


Broadcast 


and 


KFUO to Use the Time for Foreign Language 
‘Shut In’ Periods—KWK to 


Broadcast Symphony Today. 


KSD will be unable to broadcast 
the “pop” concert by the St. Louls 
Symphony Orchestra this after- 
noon. 

Arrangements have been made 


with KWK (formerly KFVE) to 
broadcast today’s Symphony Con- 
cert at 3:15 o’clock. 

Announced plans of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. to sponsor broad- 
casting by KSD of the entire series 
of 16 of these concerts, have had 
to be abandoned after only three 
of them have been put on the air. 
The reason for cancellation is 
the recent order of the Federal 
Radio Commission returning KFUO 
to its old position of sharing time 
on the 545-meter wave length with 
KS8D, and: decision by KFUO to 
use the period from 3:30 to 5 
o'clock Sunday afternoon to which 
it is entitled under the commis- 
sion’s order. 

That order, which became effec- 
tive Dec. 1, specified that KFUO 
could use the same hours on Sun- 
day that it had before it was shift- 
ed to sharing time with KFVE 


(now KWK) and then shifted back 
with KSD. Formerly KFUO used 
the 3:30-5:00 period Sundays. 

St. Louis Symphony officials su-g 
gested that KFUO use an earlier 
hour on Sunday afternoon, until all 
the “pop” concerts had been broad- 
cast. 


KFUO decided’ to us» the hour 
and a half beginning at 3:30 this 
afternoon to broadcast its foreign 
language half hour and its “Shut- 
in” period. 

As the “pop” concerts begin at 
3:15 o’clock and last until about 
4:45, it would be possible for KSD 
to broadcast only the first 15 min- 
utes of the Symphony program.

Survey of Electrieal Appliances 
in Home and Neighbor- 
hood Suggested. 


The Radio Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation Manual on Interference, 
just released for distribution, tells 
tow to hunt noise troubles in radio 
reception. 

‘“Note if any household appli- 
ances, such as flat irons, electric 
fans, violet ray machines and the 
like are turned on. If so, turn 
them off and note the result, if 
any, in the loud speaker,” says the 
manual. “This home survey im- 
mediately disposes of a multitude 
of suspects. If the noise stops 
when any kitchen gadget is 
switched off the conclusion is ob- 
vious, 

An Obvious Test. 

“In flat buildings with a num- 
ber of apartments it is obviously 
impossible to make this test thor- 
ough. <A violet ray machine or an 
wofiltered battery charger may 
spoil reception for everybody with- 
in a half a block. 

' “If simple measures have no ef- 
fect on the noise, one should switch 
off the light current at the point 
where the line enters the house. 

“The purpose of this is obvious. 
If, after the opening of the master 
gwitch, the noise continues, it is 
safe to telephone to the power 
éompany for help. Such a test lo-} 
cates the disturbance in the line 
outside at a point manifestly be- 
yond the powers of a householder. 

“Observe carefully the time at 
Which the disturbance Occurs and 
co-ordinate it, if possible, with 
ether occurrences due at the same 
thoment. 

’ “For instance, one is generally 
aware when a thermostat trips the 
trigger of an oil burning furnace 
équipment. Oil burners have caused 
trouble in the past because of mo-

Other Things to Look For. 
“It is easy to observe whether 
the objectionable sound in the re- 
ceiver is coincident with the pass- 
ing of a street car or the starting 
of an elevator. 

“Investigate . condition of aerial 
and ground. 

“Make sure that insulators are 
not cracked or dirty. 

“Mark condition of weather at 
time interference occurs. Moisture 
across insulators sometimes causes 
activity in leaks that are not ob- 
servable in dry weather. Sleet on 
power wires causes trouble quite 
aside from its effect on radio re- 
ception. 
“Sometimes it may be noticed 
that wet weather brings better re- 
ception in which event one may 
suspect the potency of one’s 
ground connection in dry weather.”

SERVICE MEN CAN REWIRE 
RECEIVERS FOR AC TUBES 


|New Type Cannot Be Used in Pres- 


ent Sets, Uniess Changes 
Are Made. 

Of all the dévelopments in radio 
reception, probably none will have 
more far-reaching effects than the 
recent development of the Cunning- 
ham CX-326 and C-327 A. C. tubes. 

These two A. C. operated tubes 
require no rectifiers, filters or volt- 
age dividers; in fact, require no 
equipment except a small step- 
down transformer to reduce the 
110-volt supply to the low voltage 
requirements of these tubes. Even 
this will be unnecessary in many 
cases where “B” eliminators are 
used, inasmuch as many of the new 
eliminators will include extra low 
voltage secondaries in their trans- 
formers to provide the filament 
supply voltage “for the new tubes. 

Old Tubes Still Useful. 
The development of these two 


new A. C. tubes does not, of course, 
mean that all of the old standard 
tubes will be consigned to the scrap 
heap. There are manuy communi- 
ties where alternating current light- 
ing service is not available and 
where batteries will necessarily 
have to be continued in use for the 
operation of receivers, Then, too, 
the new A. C. tubes cannot be used 
interchangeably with standard 
tubes in receivers not especially de- 
signed for this purpose. For this 
latter reason there are many receiv- 
ers now in use that will continue 
to be used with standard tubes. 
A. C. Tubes in Present Receivers. 
For those who have receivers that 
are giving satisfactory results, but 
wish to eliminate the filament sup- 
ply batteries, the necessary changes 
in the wiring of the receiver to 
adapt it for use with the A. C. tubes 
are easily made. In most commu- 
nities there are radio service men 
who are making a specialty of 
adapting receivers for A. C. tubes. 
With the CX-326 and the C-327 
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installed in a receiver, the same re- 
sults may be expected as with a 
simialr number of standard five- 
volt tubes. The characteristics of 
the CX-326 tube which is an ampli- 
fier tube, are identical with those 
of the CX-301A except for a slight 
difference in the mutual conduct- 
ance, and the results obtained are 
therefore equal. The C-327 tube 
is for use as a detector or ampli- 
fier. Primarily it is for use as a 
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detector, however, in circuits which 
employ A. C. tubes of the CX-326 
type as amplifiers.

Emphasis is to be placed upon 
Route 100, extending: from Detroit 
in Pike County south via Pearl and 
Kampsville, through Calhoun 
County to Hardin, crossing the IIli- 
nois River on the new bridge at the 
latter point, and thence over Routes 
38 and 3, now completed to St. 
Louls. 

Quincy and other important 
cities are supporting this project, 
as it will give a direct route to 
St. Louls from many points in 
Western Illinois. 

Route 106 comprises’a 10-mile 
stretch from Route 36 west to Han- 
nibal, crossing the Mississippi, and 
is one of the mest important high- 
ways west from Springfield and 
Jacksonville. At present such traf- 
fic must detour from Kinderhook 
north to Quincy, if roads are bad. 
By constructing the short stretch 
directly west from Kinderhook, 
traffic from Central Illinois to 
Eastern and Central Missouri will 
be saved much travel and time. 

Of equal importance is proposed 
Route 107, about 15 miles, which 
is to run from Griggsville through 
this city to the new bridge now un- 
der construction at. Louisiana on 
the Mississippi River. This road 
will cross Route 36 at Pittsfield 
and will be a great convenience for 
motor tourists from Springfield 
and Jacksonville bound for East- 
ern Missouri, but who do not wish 
to go as far north as Quincy or 
Hannibal. Route 107 is linked up 
| with one of the new Federal high-

al travel. 

Another important road which 
was thought to be worthy of con- 
struction without delay is Route 
104, which starts at Mount Ster- 
ling and éxtends southeasterly via 
Meredosia, Jacksonville, Waverly, 
Pawnee to Taylorville in Christian 
County, where it connects with 
Route 24 from Springfield to Cairo.

Worm Drives, Expanding 
Brakes, Rubber Wheel Mount- 
ings Coming Into Use.

CLEVELAND, QO. Dec. 3.—Many 
new developments in equipment 
used by electric railway operators,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Tan 
tractors, trucks, trailers and oth- 
er automotive equipment used by 
the army were shown in lantern 
slides and described at a recent 
meeting of the Washington section 
of the Seciety of Automotive En- 
ginvers by Maior L. H. Campbell, 
of the Ordnance Department, 
which provides the army with au- 
tomotive vehicles that operate 

principally off of the highways. 

This ig a comparatively new field 
for the Department, which began 
agtivsly in 1917 to conduct its own 
development work with the assist- 
ance of the outside industry. 

It is his own belief, said Major 
Campbell, that the next war witl 
créate a demand for a high-speed 
tractor and that a type of 2%-ton 
artillery tractor, which he showed, 
will be built in quantity. 

Another tractor built at the Rock 
Island Arsenal and designed for 
operation on the roads on rubber- 
tired wheels and the substitution 
therefor of crawler treads for op- 
eration off the highways is driven 
by a 100-horse-power .engine and 
has a speed of 190 miles per hour. 
This crawler tractor will haul a 
155-millimeter howitzer or @ 4.7- 
inch gun. 

A very interesting development 
is a tractor mounting a French-75 
gun that can be fired in 1% min- 
utes after reaching a firing point- 
This has a speed of 15 miles per 
hour. The largest automotive gun- 
carriage is driven by a 180-horae- 
power engine and mounts a 155- 
mm. gun weighing 46,000 pounds 
complete, or an 8-inch . howitzer.

Since the erection of the mam- 
moth Chevrolet plant in St. Louis 
in 1919, there has Been a steady 
growth of operation at Union and 
Natural Bridge avenues, until now 
the investment of the General Mo- 
tors at this point, and its person- 
nel, become one of St. Louis’ basic 
factors in connection with the 
town’s industrial growth. 

To give one some idea of the 
value of Chevrolet Motor Co.'s 
St. Louls plant’s growth and 
its reflection on the industrial situ- 
ation in St. Louis, the following 
figures.are to be taken into con- 
sideration.

The number of units manufac- 
tured and produced increased 
steadily to January, 1919, when this 
agreement was changed and the 
Chevrolet Motor Co. erected its 
present plant at Union and Natural 
Bridge avenues, on a site contain- 
ing 125 acres of ground.

Dur- 
ing 1926, there were 175,161 cars 
produced, whereas up to the pres- 
ent time for 1927, there have been 
249,362 cars produced in the St. 

This is the largest 
production of any individual Chev- 
rolet plant in the world, which in- 
cludes the eight United States as- 
sembly plants located at St. Louis, 
Mo.; Flint, Mich.; North Tarry- 
town, N. Y.; Buffalo, N. Y.; Cin- 
cinnati, O.: Janesville, Wis., and 
Oakland, Cal.

this season, and the best of 
them, I think, is the new one called 
“The Racket,” which is being 
played by an uncommonly good 
cast at the Ambassador Theater. It 
deals with a latter-day reign of 
terror, when good burghers tremble 
behind their shutters and peaceful 
men are shot at sight if their paths 
but cross those of the dread robber 
baron who bestrides the narrow 
world like a Colossus. The time is 
the present and the scene, I need 
hardly add, is Chicago. 

Indeed, Chicago has taken the 
place of Dead Man’s Gulch, Painted 
Post, Poker Flat, Cripple Creek 
and Medicine Hat in the melodra- 
matic world.

|On Two Issues, Assassment Is 
100 Per Cent of Dividend. 
PARIS, Dec. 3.—France has the 


| world’s record in taxing stock divi- 
| dends. 


Premier Poincare, as Min- 
ister of Finance, takes every red 
cent of the dividends on two stocks 
and more than half the dividends 
on a great many others. 

Taxes on unregistered stocks are 


so heavy and they vary 60 much | 
that the Chamber's budget report 
calls for help for security owners. 
The two stocks whose owners have 
all their dividends taken by the 
State are the light and power com- 
pany at Nantes and a. Moroccan 
development firm. Part of this 
taxation can be avoided by inves 
tors who register their securities, 
but they then subject themselves to 
other assessments. Of the 245 
stocks and bonds listed in the bud- 
get report, four others have 90 per 
cent or more of the dividends taken 
by the Government. The lowest 
share the State gets on any of the 
bonds is 27.4 per cent. The aver- 
age is a little more than a third. 
Besides these assessments, the 
Government also collects income 
tax from security owners and a tax 
from the corporation that often ex-

the coming nuptials were announced, 
were not above heckling the elderly 
matron about the matter as she passed 
along the streets of that city.

How Mrs. Mamie Hammonds, in 
less than a year, rose to such a place 
of authority as that imputed to her 
even by persons not unfriendly is one 
of the mysteries of this admin- 
istration which, it may be said, is 
filled with mysteries. In the first 
place, the job of confidential secretary 
to the Governor is a position not con- 
templated or provided for by statute. 
The State never heard of such a posi- 
tion before. It was introduced by the 
Johnston regime and Johnston's foes 
declare Mrs. Hammonds made the job 
for herself through her activity in his 
campaign. There is no appropriation 
to cover her salary specifically, but 
she is paid $200 a month out of an 
appropriation of $35,000 a year for 
special help. 

She is the wife of Dr. O. 0. Ham- 
monds, a former country physician 
who was appointed State Health Com- 
missioner after she became the Gov- 
ernor’s confidential secretary. 


HE two families—the Johnstons 
and the Hammondses—live in 
the same building, a duplex 
apartment structure on a quiet resi- 
dential street. They have maintained 
this ‘association in private life ever 
since their official association began, 
and this is another factor which Irri- 
tates the disgruntled public. The Ham- 
mondses have two sons of high school 
age and Governor and Mrs. Johnston 
have four adopted children ranging in 
age from 6 to 12. The Hammonds 
children live at home and are with 
their mother when official business 
takes Doctor Hammonds on trips over 
the State. The Johnston children are 
in school at Perry, Oklahoma. 

But wherever they may be, the 
Governor and his secretary are never 
far apart. She is always available to 
lend her hand to gubernatorial affairs 
inside or outside the Capitol. Accord- 
ing to the statements of his former po- 
litical associates, he is admittedly 
helpless without her. She decides 
whom he shall see and when he shall 


see them. She passes upon his ap- 
pointments and O K’s or disapproves 
them. They charge she ‘bosses’? him 
in the office and even decides for him 
who are his friends. 

Around De Queen, Arkansas, where 
Mamie Hammonds—Mamie Scott she 


was then—grew up, they remember 


her as an aggressive and somewhat 
domineering young woman who was 
active in church affairs, but had not 
yet begun to dabble in politics. The 
daughter of a farmer, she was born 38 
years ago at Ultimathule, which is a 
cross-roads with a few houses and a 
store in the saw mill region on the 
Oklahoma-Arkansas line. She went to 
boarding schoo] and later married Dr. 
Hammonds, a native of the same re- 
gion who had set up in practice at De 
Queen. They lived at De Queen sev- 
eral years and then moved to Broken 
Bow, across the line in Oklahoma, 
where Dr. Hammonds was employed 
as physician for the Choctaw Lumber 
Company.

began Mrs. Hammonds’ career in 
public life. She became active as an or- 
ganizer for the Kamelia, the woman’s 
auxiliary of the Ku Klux Kian, and in 
that capacity met Henry S. Johnston, 
then a candidate for Governor.

Johnston himself is known to have 


been active in klan work about that 
time and this circumstance is believed 
by many observers to go far toward 
explaining the beginning of his friend- 
ship with Mrs. Hammonds, although 
some declare it was mutual belief in 
Rosicrucianism that brought them 
together. Anyway, when his campaign 
fund needed reinforcement, Mrs. Ham- 
monds volunteered her services and in 
a short time rounded up the required 
sum. From that time on her services 
were never dispensed with. After the 
campaign and election she helped the 
new Governor clean up his legal busi- 
ness at Perry before coming to Okla- 
homa City. Then she came to the 
Capital with him and she says she is 
there to stay. He says so, too. 

Governor Johnston was active not only 
in klan work, but in the work of many 
other fraternal organizations in the 
State. He was from start to finish a 
brotherhood man. His critics point to 
this as one explanation of his alleged 
inefficiency in public office where he 
has to deal with opponents as well as 
friends. 

“Here,” they say, “was a country 
lawyer who was a great jofner. He 
ubsorbed volumes of ritual from this 
lodge and that—the Masons, the Odd 
Fellows, the Knights of Pythias and 
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others. He became a popular speaker 
because he could always make a pyetty 
speech out of ritualistic phrases. Es- 
pecially he was sought to make ad- 
dresses before women’s lodges. Thus, 
for a period of more than 30 years, he 
moved almost entirely in an atmos- 
phere of fraternalism. He knew only 
the glad, hand, a slap on the back, a 
push upward. Of competition, poli- 
tical strife, diplomacy and compromise 
he knew little or nothing.” 


HERE is still another trait of 
Governor Johnston that irks lead- 
ers of both parties and causes a 
good deal of sniekering throughout 
the State. That is his interest in Rosi- 
crucianism. Just how deeply he has 
delved into this mystic philosophy or 
how much he applies it to his office 
nobody is able to say with any cer- 
tainty. , The only specific charge seems 
to be that he once urged the Legisla- 
ture to hasten passage of a bill so he 
might have it on his desk to sign on 
the day and minute wher an astrol- 
oger said the-stars would be right. 
This, he contends, was said only in 
jest. He denies he is a member of any 
Rosicrucian society and declares he 
follows none of the teachings of the 
order except that of abstinence from 
meat, coffee, tea and coca-cola. He is 
interested in a number of philosophies 
and religions, he explains, and he 
plays no favorites. He simply delves 
into Rosicrucianism with the rest. 
As for Mrs. Hammonds, she de- 
clared she didn’t even know what 
Rosicrucianism was and that reports 
of her dominating the Governor 
through such a medium were most 
ridiculous. Her function is only that 
of any good secretary — to shield the 
Governor from a lot of trouble-makers 
and to investigate prospective ap- 
pointees; not to make appointments. 
Looking considerably less than her 38 
years and lacking nothing of personal 
magnetism, she will talk to the interro- 
gator by the hour about how certain 
grafters became hostile because she 
closed the door on them when they 
tried to play on the Governor's favor. 
They were simply beaten at their own 
game and were trying to get even. 
That was the whole trouble, and the 
Governor said he believed that, too.

This 
figure is Lord Birkenhead. And a re- 
cently published biography of the for- 
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mer Lord Chancellor by an author who 
uses the pseudonym of “Ephesian”’ has 
provoked all the arguments as to his 
character and temperament again. 

The biographer steers a _ neutral 
course in tracing Birkenhead’s me- 
teoric career from the poor lawyer, F. 
E. Smith, to the Cabinet Minister, 
Earl of Birkenhead. Not so his friends 
or his enemies. Stirred afresh by the 
book, they have arisen to renew old 
claims and denunciations. 

This is what Lord Birkenhead’s 
friends and political adherents in the 
Conservative party and elsewhere say 
about him: 

He has the most brilliant mind in 
England. He is the greatest living 
master of the English law. He is a 
gentleman: in the most orthodox and 
British sense of that term. He is a 
great scholar of the classics and of 
English literature. He is a great 
sportsman, a horseman and yachtsman 
of ability. He is a connoisseur of good 
living. 

And this is what Lord Birkenhead’s 
enemies and his political foes in the 
Labor party and elsewhere have to say 
about him: 

He has a dangerous mind, danger- 
ous by the very nature of its brilllance. 
He is fond of wine and cards. Though 
a Tory of the Tories, he has little re- 
spect for his social equals or even his 
social and political betters. He is a 
political adventurer, without sincere 
or genuine beliefs. He has the cyn- 
icism of a Disraeli without bothering 
to conceal it as did Disraeli, in part 
at least. He is extravagant almost to 
the point of being a wastrel. 

Strange as it may seem, disinterest- 
ed observers maintain that both views

vealed. He has a keen ability to 
grasp the essential facts of any situa- 
tion that confronts him and to sense 
almost unerringly the proper methods 
of procedure—proper at least from 
the viewpoint of F. E. Smith. He 
worked very hard as a young lawyer— 
he has always had an enormous Ca- 
pacity for work. While the other law- 
yers at Liverpool took their long, 
leisurely vacations, Smith stayed at 
home and got their cases. 

While still very much on the make, 
he married Margaret Furneaux, daugh- 
ter of an Oxford professor. As if to 
show his contempt for the ordinary, 
prosaic difficulties of a struggling 
young married couple, a week or two 
after the marriage he bought two fine 
horses with almost the last money he 
had. 

A great stroke of luck really served 
to turn his fortunes swiftly upward.

SCAR SLATER 
rode out of Peter- 
head Prison the 
other day, a free 
man.

He was as innocent of the crime for 
which he was convicted as any babe 
whose advent into this world is her- 
alded in today’s birth notices.

But his sisters’ fears were 
not alleviated, and the violent noises 
continuing, Mr. Adams retraced his 
steps. He again pulled the bell, and 
while waiting for a response, was 
joined by Miss Gilchrist’s maid, re- 
turning from her errand. He told her 
his reasons for alarm, and she, ap- 
parently unconcerned, unlocked the 
door and entered the hall. Mr. Adams 
stationed himself at the doorstep. 

The alarming sounds had ceased by 
this time but presently, from a bed- 
room in which a light was burning 
that had not been lit before the maid's 
departure, a man emerged. The man, 
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seem 


same as that of the 
family Hving below Miss Gilchrist was 
merely a coincidence—was summoned, 
but the victim soon was dead. The 
murder had been executed with great 
ferocity. The physician examined the 
room for evidence, and was struck by 
the appearance of a heavy and old- 
fashioned chair standing near the mur- 
dered woman’s body. He made a care- 
ful examination of the article. 


He discovered that the left back leg 
was drenched with blood and that the 
inner sides of all the other legs also 
had been bespotted. This 
seemed to him peculiar, since 
if the proximity of the victim 
was to be- accepted for the 
stains on the chair, there 
should have been evidences on 
the Butside of the legs. Further- 
more, there was a comparative- 
ly small amount of stains on 
the carpet near the victim’s 
head. 


From stains adhering to the 
left back leg, and because some 
of the wounds’ were spindle- 
shaped, corresponding with the 
shape of the chair’s legs, he 
divined that the murderer had 
used the chair leg as his weap- 
on. This important and intelli- 
gent discovery was not used by 
the police; rather, they pre- 
ferred to believe the murder 
had been accomplished with a 
light tack hammer, incapable of 
inflicting such severe wounds. 

It was noted, at the time the gentle- 
manly appearing assailant glided by 
Adams and Miss Lambie, that there 
was nothing peculiar in his appear- 
ance. How, then, having just commit- 
ted his ferocious business, did his at- 
tire fail to show any evidence of his 
work? He had hardly had time to 
Cleanse himself, and if he had, the re- 
sultant marks would still have re- 
mained on his clothes, while subse- 
quent examination of the flat showed 
no evidence of any attempt at wash- 
ing away marks of the crime.

What were the logical conclusions, 
conclusions which the police took no 
cognizance of in their persecution of 
Oscar Slater? For one thing, due to 
her accustomed caution, Miss Gilchrist 
would not have allowed a stranger ad- 
mittance in the absence of her maid. 
and granted that she had, it would be 
someone of genteel appearance, Aa 
standard that Slater did not measure 
up to. Therefore, the murderer must 
have gained entrance at his victim's 
pleasure, for there were no marks 
upon the door such as would have been 
left by a forced entrance, nor is it to 
be supposed that the culprit possessed 
the necessary keys to enter the well- 
locked door. 

As to the murder itself, it was con- 
ducted with such ferocity that it 
pointed to intense hatred on the part 
of the assailant. Furthermore, an 
ordinary housebreaker would have 
not found it necessary to kill the aged 
vietim to carry out his plans; he could 
have stunned her, and surely he would 
not have wasted time by repeatedly 
striking her and then examining her 
private papers when he knew someone 
was at the door.

.~@ lay of the flat, and who knew 
exactly where Miss Gilchrist kept 
her documents, information 
which a chance burglar would 
hardly possess. 

The substance of these conclu- 
sions seems to be: That the 
murderer was known to his vic- 
tim and was admitted by her 
without suspicion; that he was 
famillar with the deposit place of 
her papers; that he was not in- 
terested in her jewels but in 
something of more value to him; 
and that, knowing him, he made 
sure to silence her forever, 80 
she might not disclose his iden- 
tity. If a brooch was stolen— 
and there is much likelihood that 
none ever was—it most probably 
was taken to engender a motive 
of burglary. 

There is grave reason to be- 
lieve that Miss Gilchrist’s maid 
was aware of the murderer's 
identity. 

Later the police endeavored to 
show that Slater had been watch- 
ing the Gilchrist flat for weeks. 
If he had, he surely would not 
have chosen to carry out the bur- 
glary in the space of 10 minutes, 
during which the maid was ab- 
sent each evening in procuring a 
paper, when he would have been 
aware that on two days a week 
Miss Gilchrist would be alone 
for severgl hours while the serv- 

ant took her recreation. 

Oscar Slater was a German Jew 
who had lived for some time in En- 
gland, and about two years before had 
sojourned for a short period in New 


York.

With him was his mistress, Miss An- 
toine, a Frenchwoman.

a Scandinavian port. Shortly before 
daybreak, the wind shifted abruptly 
from southwest to due north. Against 
such a stiff breeze we could make lit- 
tle headway. On our right were the 
low rocky fjords and reefs along the 
coast of Ringkjobing and Thisted. To 
the left were British mine fields. We 
didn't dare run into a Danish harbor 
for fear of being interned. So we must 
either turn back or take a chance on 
slipping through the mine fields. It 
iz always possible to sail through a 
mine field—provided you sail under 
a lucky star with a guardian angel 
at the helm. 

“Hard aport! We'll risk it, boys.’ 
With a full spread of sail, we turned 
straight west. Our luck held and we 
got through safely. 

Our course lay around the northern 
end of Scotland, along the usual ship- 
ping route from Norway to the Atlan- 
tic. To be sure, we could have hugged 
the Norwegian coast, but the blockade 
was even tighter there. We didn't 
even keep to the middle of the North 
Sea, but with the idea that our one 
path of safety lay right under John 
Bull’s nose, we followed the coast of 
England and Scotland. 

There were three lines of the block- 
ade. The first lay across the North 
Sea from the Scottish to the Danish 
coast. We must run this one first. 


HE wind grew stronger. The 
barometer fell. Anyone on 
the North Sea on December 23, 
1916, will remember the  hurri- 
cane that came. It was one of 
the worst storms of years. Running 
before it, we carried every foot 
of sail we dared, every stitch ex- 
cept the royals and gallantsails and 
smaller staysails. Every mile through 
the storm now meant a mile through 
the blockade.

roared the storm and more and more 
mountainous became the waves. We 
passed the second line of the blockade. 
Still not a ship in sight. 

Midnight grew near, and still that 
wild hurricane kept up. We ran be- 
fore it like a frightened bird, fearing 
every minute that our sails and masts 
would go overboard. We lay on the 
yards and scanned the horizon with 
our glasses. Half-past 11! We were 
in the midst of the blockade line. 
Where were the cruisers and destroy- 
ers? All we could hear was the whis- 
tling of the wind and the rushing of 
the water beneath our bows. All we 
could see, the blackness of the night. 
Twelve o'clock and still no sign of the 
enemy. Even our binnacle and com- 
pass lights were out, for ahy ray of 
light might betray us. By 1 o'clock 
we knew we had passed the last line. 

The British had taken their guard 
ships to shelter tn the lee of the is- 
lands. There was nothing else for 
them to do in such a storm. 

I thought now that we might 
shorten our voyage to the Atlantic by 
cutting through the channel between 
the Orkney Islands and the Shetlands.

Wee sails still full spread, we 
continued north, nearer and 
nearer the polar zone.

to the man and his friends one realizes 
that this fact is accidental and negligi- 
ble. He would have painted and drawn 
wild ducks if he had never sold a 
sketch. 

But Frank W. Benson’s chief dis- 
tinction is the difference in mental at- 
titude toward his subject matter be- 
tween him and most other modern 
artists. Art can never duplHcate na- 
ture, so the modern argument runs, 
and it should not make the attempt. 
The artist is an individual who has a 
vitality and sensitiveness beyond the 
level of ordinary men, who functions 
through his power to select and reject 
the materials that nature offers him. 
In other words, he paints nature, but 
what he is really expressing is his own 
character and it is beside the point, he 
declares, to argue that the object rep- 
resented is not like the original. 

Frank Benson feels that his re- 
action to nature is not as important 
as nature itself, and consequently 
when he paints or draws he makes his 
subjects as accurate in detail, mood 
and perspective as he possibly can. His 
Own feeling and character inevitably 
creep in, of course, but his attitude is 
always objective. : 

That much he is willing to say for 
himself, but beyond such a simple dec- 
laration of faith he is loath to go. 
Writing men have periodically made 
his art the subject of their elabora- 
tions and he has stood for it patiently. 
But he has no pet theories, no con- 
sciousness of belonging in a certain 
group or being the representative of a 
particular style and no tendency to 
make his work a holy mystery. 


HEN I approached him recent- 

WW ly in Boston and indicated that 

I would like to write something 

about his life, his work and himself. 

he made an expressive gesture with his 
hands. | 

“What is there to tell?” he asked. 
“I went to school, studied art, went 
abroad for three years, came back to 
Boston to work and have been here 
ever since. That's the whole, and 
there is nothing exciting about it.’’ 

I suggested that while his life may 
have been outwardly not so exciting as 
an explorer’s or a circus clown's, his 
inward adventures, the growth of his 
style and the modulations of his view- 
point toward life might make just as 
thrilling a tale as any those men might 
tell. He did not think so—in any case. 
the whole story was told in his work 
save for a few biographical facts. 

Those biographical facts, as he told 
them, went very much in this order: 
Frank W. Benson, the son of George 
W. and Elizabeth Benson, was born in 
Salem, Massachusetts, and still lives 
there. He studied art first at the 
School of Drawing and Painting of the 
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Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts, under 
Otto Grundman and 
Frederick Crownin- 
shield. 

He then went to 

the, Academie Juli- 
anin Paris, studying 
under Boulanger 
and Lefebvre. Dur- 
ing his student days, 
he naturally saw and 
studied the styles of 
some of the greatest 
paintings the world 
has ever known. The 
Greek, the Roman, 
the Renaissance 
masters, the classic, 
the Barbizon school, 
the impressionists, 
filled his eyes and 
flooded his senses. 
Yet, looking back on 
those days, he can- 
not recall ever hav- 
ing been consciously 
influenced by any 
one master or any 
one style. 

“The chief influ- 
ence in my life,” he 
said, ‘“‘was nature.”’ 

He began to feel 
the enveloping and 
moving effect of nat- 
ural scenes one sum- 
mer at Concarneau, 
where he went to 
paint. For the first time he felt 
that extremely complicated emotion 
that sometimes arises out of simple 
things. A road, a peasant with a sack 
of wood on his back and light-blue 
sky—and all of life seemed to sudden- 
ly fall into an inevitable compo- 
sition. 

He took some of the scenery 
of Brittany back to the United 
States with him on canvas, but, 
what was more important, took 
that responsiveness to things of 
the earth and the sky that was 
never to leave him—that was to 
shape his life and his career. 

In 1888 he was married to 
Miss Ella Peirson. They have 
four children, all of whom are 
represented at different ages in 
Mr. Benson's paintings and 
drawings. He became an in- 
structor at the School of Draw- 
ing and Painting in Boston, 
where he had studied hiniself. 
He was elected to the Society of 
American Artists and in 1893 
received a medal at the Colum- 
bian Exposition.

The list 
of awards he has received is now 
of formidable proportions.

PEACHES 


CASTORIA

NEW YORK. 
WO great metropolitan 
centers—New York 
. and Jersey City, with 
its surrounding towns of Ho- 
boken, Bayonne, Elizabeth, Newark 
Kearney and Harrison—were broug)lit 
closer together by many, many min. 
utes of time——the most precious com- 
modity in modern life—when the $48 - 
000,000 traffic tunnel under the Hud- 
son River, the longest of its kind in 
the world, was opened recently. 

It has taken nearly eight years to 
build, it has indirectly resulted in the 
death of two chief engineers who di- 
rected the work and what it has cost 
in human toil—despite the use of 
modern labor-saving machinery—can 
never be estimated. 

With the ceremony of dedication a 
barrier of water and weather that has 
always separated the two states was 
swept aside with effects that will be 
felt in almost every phase of the life 
of the two municipalities, from the 
menu of the city dweller’s breakfast to 
the play that he attends at night. The 
motorist can now go from New York to 
Jersey City in six minutes. 

During the first 24 hours after it 
was thrown open to the public 62,000 
cars passed through the tunnels. For 
there are twin tubes, one to carry traf- 
fic to Jersey City and the other to 
serve traffic in the opposito direction. 

In appearance these two tubes that 
stretch for nearly two miles from Ca- 
nal street, New York, to Journal 
Square, Jersey City—-9250 feet, to be 
exact-—are rather like the subway 
tubes. They are brilliantly lighted by 
a special lighting system that had to 
be devised to meet new conditions, and 
they are lined with glazed tile, but 
there is no glare as the lights are set 
into the ceiling. 

Every possible precaution has been 


taken to prevent accidents. Because 
of the noxious gases given off by-mo- 
tor cars it was necessary to devise a 
special ventilating system by which 
the air in the tunnels is changed 24 
times each hour. 

Four hundred policemen have been 
stationed in the tubes to take care of 
all emergencies that may arise and to 
see that all regulations are carried out. 
They wil} be posted at every 480 feet, 
on a railed catwalk along the road- 
way, and will be equipped with fire 
extinguishers and hose within easy 
reach. At each entrance of the tun- 
nel there are emergency trucks, elec- 
trically driven and equipped for fire- 
fighting and towing. 

A speed limit of 30 miles an hour 
has been set in the tunnel and one 
regulation requires that each car must 
maintain an interval of 75 feet be- 
tween it and the car ahead. It is ex- 
pected that the 400 policemen will be 
able to keep traffic moving at a speed 
of at least 25 miles an hour, and on 
this basis it has been estimated that 
the tubes can accommodate 3800 cars 
an hour. Police will also have tele- 
phone and signal apparatus and first- 
aid equipment at hand. 

There are stringent regulations as 
to the types of traffic permitted in the 
tunnel. Bicycles, all horse-drawn ve- 
hicles, hand and push-carts, double- 
deck busses and trucks the weight of 
which is in excess of 12 tons will be 
excluded. Likewise, under interstate 
commerce laws, many commodities— 
explosives, inflammable liquids and 
compressed gases of a poisonous na- 
ture—-are barred.

estimated that the tubes will pay for 
themselves in tolls in about 12 years 
The toll averages 40 cents a car, the 
approximate cost of crossing the river 
by ferry. During the first year after 
its opening 15,000,000 cars are ex- 
pected to pass through. 

The most elaborate tests were made 
before the tubes were thrown open 
to traffic. Several cars were burned 
at various points to determine the ef- 
fect of the smoke. So well had the 
ventilating system been devised that it 
was discovered that the smoke did 
not extend more than 30 or 40 feet 
on either side. It is planned that if a car 
catches fire while in one or the other 
of the two tubes all traffic beyond 
it will be able to pass out unhindered 
while the cars behind can be halted 
and will be unaffected and can in turn 
pasa on when the wreckage has been 
removed by an emergency truck. 

Theoretical safety tests were begun 
long before construction got under way 
to determine with scientific precision 
the demands which would be made on 
the ventilating system and on other 
structural and engincering phases. 

As early as 1868 some means to 
span the Hudson had been considered.
